• A STUDENT ACTIVITIES 
budget, totaling $17,615 for 
1939-1940, was approved last 
week by the Student Council, 
and forwarded to University ad- 
ministration for final approval. 

The budget, in its present form, 
makes one significant departure 
from last year's, In that three items 
which have been carried formerly 
will not be included. 


year will present 107 courses in 
20 of the departments of instruc- 
tion, given by 61 members of the 
resident faculty and visiting 
specialists from the Federal Gov- 
ernment and from national eco- 
nomic and educational organiza- 
tions. 

Courses dealing with current edu- 
cational problems and with recent 
trenda and developments in the 
field are included in the special 
schedule arranged by the school of 
education for teachers and school 
administrators. 

Continuing the program begun 
last year, double-semester courses 
are offered In a number of sub- 
jects. These courses enable the 
student to complete a whole year 
of work In the summer. 

Nine weeks' courses will run from 
June 19 to August 18; six weeks' 
courses, from Juhe 26 to August 4. 
The Law School Summer Sessions 
IS divided Ihto two terms, the first 
running from June 19 to July 31 
and the second from August 1 to 
September 14. 

Preregistration for the Summer 
Sessions opened yesterday, continu- 
ing through May 29. During this 
period students now enrolled in 
the University may arrange their 
summer schedules, The regular 
registration days are Monday, June 
19. for all courses in the Summer 
sessions, and Monday, June 26, for 
the six weeks’ courses. 


• DR. EDWARD ACHESON, of 
the economics department, who 
has countless writing honors to 
his credit, recently completed 
the best mystery novel of the 
year, according to The NeW Yorker 
magazine, and scores of publications 
which back up that magazine's opin- 
ion. 

Pr. Acheson, who is well-known 
In the United States, England, 
France, and other countries for his 
book, "The Grammarian’s Funeral,” 
has written articles for Esquire, Co- 
ronet, and is a former London cor- 
respondent of the Washington Post. 

His latest book, "Murder to the 
Hounds," is a -story of an English 
Army officer who uses bis knowl- 
edge of hunting field, and human 
^nature to wring a confession from 
the player of a Virginia politician, 
to save the neck of his suspect 
sweetheart.

For School

• OVERWHELMING sentiment 
for the installation of traffic 
lights at University intersections 
developed from a survey of fac- 
ulty opinion on traffic conditions 
here. The survey was conducted by 
The Hatchet last week. 

Every professor interviewed, ox'- 
cept one, was in favor of traffic 
control hy lights. Dr. Carl Doug- 
las Wells, of the sociology depart- 
ment, cast the lone vote against 
traffic lights because "we have so 
many lights.” He added, however, 
that "I think that part-time opera- 
tion of lights would be better than 
full time." 

Dr. Sleuart Henderson Britt, of 
the psychology department, strong- 
ly urged traffic lights. He also sug- 
gested an intensive campaign to 
educate the students to realize the 
value of auch traffic control. 
"Llghta Would Help” 

Dr. Howard Maxwell Merrijnan. 
of the History Department, thought 
traffic lights "would help, particu- 
larly around five or six p.m.” 

Dr. Lowell Joseph Ragatz, also of 
ihe history department, has urged 
the installation of lights for years, 
he told The Hatchet. From the 
point of vantage of his office on the 
fourth floor of the Hall of Govern- 
ment, he revealed, he has heard 
many automobile accidents during 
the pest school year. "It is a, mir- 
acle that we haven't had many stu- 
dents Injured," he said. 

Dr. Raymond John Seeger, of the 
physics department, stressed that 
traffic lights would be valuable be- 
cause they would give students 
crossing the street the right, of 
way. He pointed out that under 
present conditions such students 
never have the right of way. He 
luggested as an additional aid that 
parking shouffr be completely pro- 
hibited ih some of the crowded 
University streets. 

Mrs. Marcel LeMenager Lane, 
head of the University Press Bu- 
reau, thought the present situation 
was dangerous’ and suggested the 
possibility of closing 2111 St. to all 
traffic. 

Dean Henry Grattan Doyle, of 
Columbian College, alsq/fivas ,n fa- 
vor of traffic lights. "I’m heartily’ 
In favor of the idea,” he told The 
Hatchet.

The salary items for Band direc- 
tor and Glee Club director and ac- 
companist, totaling $2,800, were re- 
ferred back to the administration, 
since the salary contracts are made 
by the administration, not by the 
student body. 

The Council also referred to the 
University administration of high 
school debate request for $350, be- 
cause, said the Council resolution, 
"it is not truly a student activity." 

The Council wilt make a request, 
separate from the bugel, for a con- 
tingent appropriation of $150 to the 
Literary Club, in the form of an 
income loan, on the condition that 
the club presents a plan for pub- 
lication of a literary magazine-- 
which plan is accepted by the prop- 
er University authorities (the Ad- 
visory Committee on Publications). 
Hatchet Budget Cut 
Increases were made in a ma- 
jority of the items. The Hatchet 
budget was cut $800. The Hatchet 
this year s^ent $1,000 less than the 
budget appropriation of $11,700. A 
deficit of $878 resulted, however, 
because the advertising income was 
almost $2,000 less flian intlcipatbd. 

For next year, the anticipated ad- 
vertising Income will be based on 
this year’s figure of approximately 
$5,900. An additional $1,000 will be 
requested from the University, on a 
contingent basis, beyond the $4,000 
which was granted this year from 
the University fee. 

A request from the Rousers Club 
for $45 was referred back to the 
club with the suggestion that the 
request go to the Athletic Depart- 
ment, where the appropriations 
have been made in the past for the 
organization. 


First Students 
Had Oral Exams 
On Classics 

• EXAMINATIONS aren’t what 
they used tb be. AUjeast one hopes 
ihat graduates wi|^ not be called 
upon to "produce atf original Latin 
ode,” as the student^* in the Sopho- 
more Class had to do in the first 
examination given t»y this Univer- 
sity on July 9, 1822j 
The students wer«|examlhed oral- 
ly before the Faculty and the-Board 
of Trustees, accordjhg to the "Co- 
lumbian Star," a newspaper of Ihe 
time. The Preparatory Class were 
examined in Ciceroni Orations and 
the New Testament* a knowledge 
of which was necessary to admit- 
tance to the college proper. The 
Freshman Class displayed their 
knowledge of Enmlih, grammar, 
arithmetic, logarithms, Roman an- 
tiquities and "Graefc MaJora.” ac- 
cording to the contemporary paper.

story workshop. 

Prof. Bement is completing his 
13th year at the University, during 
which time he has firritten two suc- 
cessful textbooks, : "Weaving the 
Short Story” and "Modern English 
Writing," has held an important 
staff position on tlj(e Golden Book 
Magazine* and became a recognized 
expert in the field off dramatic writ- 
ing for the radio.

lar newspaper or news service re- 
porters. 

The make-shift classroom resem- 
bled a picnic ground at the begin- 
ning of the test, but by the time 
the first student marched from the 
editor's office, members of the class 
settled down to paper-ripping and 
nail-biting. ‘

• THE LONG-AWAITED general 
Alumni directory made its appear- 
ince last week as the latest Uni- 
versity publication. The first is- 
sued gince 1917, its directory lists 
the names of 17,252 graduates upon 
whom the University, from 1824. to 
1937, had conferred 20,665 degrees. 

A complete historical directory of 
all alumni, l^ving^and dead, the pub- 
lication lists the graduates In three 
separate indexes. As well a$ art 
alphabetical listing, there also ap- 
pears a listing by class /land a list- 
ing by home states and countries. 

Lester Allan Smith, Alumni Sec- 
retary, revealed tfiat it will he the 
aim of the University to publish ad- 
ditional 'supplements to the direc- 
tory to keep it up to date. These 
•upplements will probably be print- 
ed eyery few years when a suffici- 
ently large number of names of

• SEJVEN HUNDRED people, in 
one of the biggest school events 
of the year, crowded under the 
roof of the University gymna- 
sium Friday night to hear the 
Interfraternity-Panhellenlp songfest 
and again witness the awarding of 
cups to last year’s winners - Sigma 
Alpha Epsilon, the fraternity award, 
and Chi Omega, the sorority award.

teaching was illustrated when a 
student recently asked him if he 
liked to teach. Prof. Henning in* 
stead of replying, asked the student 
his opinion on the question. The 
student replied "I think you love 
it" _ 

In 1928 he helped celebrate the 
150th anniversary of his alma mat- 
er, Phillips Academy, at Andover, 
Mass; an event which was attend- 
ed by President Cooijdge, presidents 
of the leading universities and col- 
leges of the country, and other ce- 
lebrities. He graduated from that 
school in 1890 as valedictorian, head- 
ing his class with a straight “A" 
average. „ 

Due to his work in the French 
language, he was awarded the Le- 
gion of Honor by the Ambassador 
to the United States at the French 
Embassy in 1934. He is one of the 
trustees of the Ipstltut Francais de 
Washington, of which General 
Pershing is honorary president, and 
has been to France six times, in- 
cluding two stays of one year or 
more. 

He has been president of the fol- 
lowing: Faculty Club (at the Uni- 
versity), the University chapter of 
the American Association of Uni- 
versity Professors, the University 
chapter of Phi Beta Kappa, Federal 
Schoolmen's Club and the Harvard 
Club of Washington, is member of 
the Modern Language Association 
of America, Institut Francais de 
Washington, Phi Beta Kappa, Cos- 
mos Club, and has been a member 
of the University Club, the Cam- 
bridge Colonial Club of Cambridge 
and the City Club of Boston. 

He has edited a number of books, 
most important of which is "Rep- 
resentative French Lyrics of the 
Nineteenth Century," 1913, and re- 
vised and enlarged in 1935. Others 
include "La Question d’Argent," by 
A. Dumas, 1898, "Polyeucte Martyr, 
Tfagedie Chretienne by Pierre Cor- 

S eille," 1907 ; "Representative 
tories of Anatole France," 1924, and 
"La Course du Flambeau," by Paul
